TRAGEDY OF PREEDOM 

News from Ireland is still tragedy. 
No friend of Ireland but must sti hope 
against hope it may be spared the ultimate 
clash of armed principles. Sir James Craig 
of Ulster and Michael Collins for the Free 
State head two opposing groups, who, how- 
ever, are being drawn closer together by 
the attitude of the De Valera faction, which 
Sir James declares is equally responsible 
for the bloodshed in Belfast and the south- 
ern outrages. De Valera and Mr. Burgess 
Oppose the general election now set for 
June 16. In general and hypothetical terms 
they talk of civil slaughter. Better that the 
people should perish than the republic is 
the dictum of the faction headed by Rory 
O'Connor, who in turn has gone farther and 
outstripped his leaders in extremism. 
O’Connor is the head of a citadel of insur- 
gency that is dominating Dublin. The tyr- 
anny’ is naked. The army is beyond the 
control of De Valera and Mr. Burgess, but 
the responsibility is theirs. There could 
be no other consequence to their reckless 
campaign against the elections. 
And thus we see freedom self-defeated, a 
people in the grip of its past, the victim of 
its own temperament, that lived for liberty 
and when liberty came, sacrificed it to its 


own name's greater honor and turned again 


to a deluded search. For the sake of this 
deluded search De Valera has said he would 
rather see Ireland back under English rule. 
He would rather have the British without 
the treaty than the treaty without the Brit-. 
ish. Britain refuses to play into his hands, 
to give him the greater, stronger handle of 
justification. As things stand now De Va- 
lera is fighting against Ireland—which lacks 
the glamor of fighting against the British 
for Ireland. He and his extremists, to save 
their personal faces, to retrieve their per- 
sonal reputations, stand willing to sacrifice 
Irish blood, to set Ireland against Ireland 
to a more bitter degree than ever before. 

The great hope that such a catastrophe 


may be averted lies with an understanding, 


as impregnable. Only watchful- 
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tions—Sir James Craig and Ulster, Michael 
Collins and the Free State. This is dim 
cult, but not impossible. Both of these 
leaders, although in opposition, honestly 
have the greater interests of a United Ire 
land at heart. Sir James has declined to 
mobilize his forces to crush out the Belfast 
fighting, believing that the cost of victory 
will be too great and believing that the 
trouble is being deliberately fomented by 
the De Valera forces from the south. 
Actually, De Valera’s attitude and bitter- 
ness may ultimately bring about an under- 
standing between Ulster and the Free Stat 
ers which will more effectually defeat his 
republican aspirations than anything else. 
Ulster and the Free Staters together would 
form an overwhelming majority against the | 
extremists. 

Either way, June 16 will be a vital day 
in Irish history. If the extremists get out 
of hand it may be a day of bloodshed. Or 
it may show that the Irish people are saner, 
stronger than some of their violent spokes 
men— that the Free State and the treaty 
are to be allowed to establish troublous 
Ireland in peace and security, that the gov- 
ernment exists for the people and not the 
people for the government.

We may 
fay that age is responsible for this 
attitude of youth. We may blame 
the grown-np politicians and gov- 
ernmegts. I say jt was the tem- 
porary resuscitation of ther youth- 
ful memories, ir youthful ideals, 
their youthful vanities and intoler 
ances that permitted those elders 
to be swayed by the insistent call 
ot the youth of their day. They 
let their countries go to war for 
fear of heing dubbed doddering, | pitién 
timid, old fogies, for fear of being j 
called softies by youth, for fear of 
betng back numbers, not moving 
with the times. If they had hon- 
estly responded to the qualms of 
their old age, if they had surren- 
dered to the light of their best 
knowledge, if they had acted tn ac 
cord with thefr experience and the 
better judgments bred thereby 
there would have been no war. 
They didn’t drive those 
men to war, the young men — 
their elders on to it, and the elders, 
in their weak, kindly, understand- 
ing tolerance for the exuberance 
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of youth, for the “boys-will-be-boys” 
attitude, let them go. The elders 
did a lot of furious thinking in 
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those dread days. Youth refused 
to think, refused to be held—youth, 
which knew no war, but regarded 
war a8 a glorious adventure. Youth 
yearns for nothing so much as 
something to fight for—any cause 
will do.

One request 
from a man is for full instructions 
for the preparation and serving of 
an ojd-time barbecue, not the way 
the Mexicans prepare the meat in 


pits, but like the southern cooks 
prepare the meat, over a bed of 
trench. | 


coals in an open pit or 
There are many simple rules that 
must be followed if one would 
properly cook and prepare barbe- 
cued meat. 
about two feet deep and about 
thirty inches wide and for a lamb 
should be between five and six feet 
long. This will give space for the 
cooking of the green corn and 
Brunswick stew, which should be 
served if one wants a genuine 
southern barbecue. The lamb 
should be killed, cleaned and 
washed the evening before. The 
fire should be laid the same time 
and kept burning steadily until 
morning, when there should be a 
fine bed of live coals. Make an- 
other fire to one side so to have 
a supply of live coals, which will 
be needed after the meat starts 
cooking. Lay pieces of iron or 
split sticks of green wood over 
the trench and lay on them the 
lamb, which has been split in half. 
The meat should be started early 
in the morning and basted often 
with salt water applied with a 
clean cloth tied to a atick. Turn 
the meat only once while cooking. 
Just before removing the meat to 
the tables it should be basted with 
a sauce made by stewing one cup 
of small chill peppers until soft 
in one cup of hot water. Add the 
chill peppers to two cups of melted 
lard with one teaspoon of mar- 
joram, one teaspoon of thyme, half 
a teaspoon of mace, one tablespoon 
of minced parsiey, eight table 
spoons of fresh ground black pep- 


per, three cups of cider vinegar 
and a seasoning ot salt. This 
sauce should be applied lightly 


with a clean cloth or mop, do not 
allow any to fall in the fire. Place 
the meat on hot platters and cov- 
er well with the sauce.

The trench should be 
about two feet deep and about 
thirty inches wide and for a lamb 
should be between five and six feet 
long. This will give space for the 
cooking of the green corn and 
Brunswick stew, which should be 
served if one wants a genuine 
southern barbecue. 
should be killed. 
washed the evening before. The 
fire should be laid the same time 
and kept burning stéadily until 
morning, when there should be a 
fine bed of live coals. Make an- 
other fire to one side so 2s to have 
a supply of live coals, which will 
be needed after the meat starts 
cooking.

of the situation. The suggestions of 
the meeting will be embodied in 
a report to the next Legislature. 

Dr. George E. 2 president 
of the State Board of Health, pre- 
sided at the meeting. The general 
opinion of the experts was that 
the drug situation is a medical 
problem and that attention should 
be paid to the medical aspect as 
well as to the police aspect. 

The suggestion that seemed to 
meet with general approval was 
made by Dr. Ebright, who con- 
tended that drug addicts should 
be treated at a hospital under the 
supervision of the State university. 
It was generally agreed that drug 
addiction is a disease and is a 
psychopathic rather than a police 
issue.

LESSON 60

A number of simple definitions 
of terms used in radio telephony 
and telegraphy may be of inter- 
est. The following may not be a 
complete dictionary of radio, but it 
will serve to help the layman in 
his study of the new art. 

Transmitter, apparatus for cre- 
ating e omagnetic waves of 
lengths ging from 150 to 25,000 
meters. It applies to böth radio 
telephone and telegraph senders. 

Receiver, that part of a radio 


station used for picking up the 
radiated energy from transmitters 


» which is #eceived in the form of 


Hem -frequency currents. Jt is pos- 
sessed of certain properties to rec- 
| tity this current and transform it 
into ordinary sound intelligible to 
the ear. It also may ampily the 
weak current up to many thousand 
times its original value. 

Aerial, the wire or network of 
wires used for radiating the energy 
from a transmitter, or collecting 
the energy from other stations for 
use in the receiver. 

Plain aerial, the term used when

Antenna, a term used inter- 
changeably with aerial. 

Loose-coupler, form of air-core 
transformer used for receiving: a 
term generally applied to the cyl- 
indrical-shaped type of two-coil re- 
ceiving transformer, consisting of 
primary and secondary, in which 
the secondary is arranged to slide 
in and out of the primary. 

Vario-coupler, a two-coil recefv- 
ing transformer where the rela- 
tion between the primary and sec- 
ondary is governed by a rotary mo- 
tion of the secondary. 

Tuning coil, a single coll receiv- 
ing transformer. 

Ground, the metallic connection 
at the lower extremity of the aerial 
where contact is' made to the 
earth. It may consist of a water 
pipe or any buried metal conduc- 
tor. 


Aerial circuit, the distance from 
the far end of the aerial to the 
ground. 


Period, as applied to radio, de- 
notes one complete cycle of change. 

Choke-coil, a coil of wire made 
in such fashion as to choke back 
or prevent passage of current, due 
to the properties of sélf-induction 
it possesses. 

Frequency, term employed to de- 
note the number of complete 
changes, or number of cycles of 
| current in a given time, usually one 
second.
